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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The presented arguments have been considered 
but are not persuasive because they do not distinguish the pending claims over the prior arts of record. 1 ) The applicants argue Tuomi does 
not disclose the remote server receiving a request for access and creating a temporary identity for the user. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees with this argument. The authentication server described in the prior art Tuomi, receives a notification that a user device requests 
access privileges. After receiving notification for access, the authentication server generates a password identity for the user. The 
applicants' remote server performs a similar method as the authentication server described in the reference Tuomi. 2) The applicants argue 
Reiche does not disclose a remote server sending a request to the authentication node in the end user home network with the temporary 
identity of the end user as created by the remote server. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. In Col. 7, lines 8-19, 
Reiche discloses an authentication server that generates user credentials for access to the network. The network consists of another node, 
a customer server, whom receives a data element composed of user ID and password from the authentication server, and transmits to an 
accessing node, an access grant mark. The customer server acts as an authentication node. 3) The applicants argue Niemi does not teach 
an authentication node generating a HTTP challenge to the end user using an algorithm capable of generating end-user password, 
including details of the temporary identity of the user and the remote server; and generating a password based on the HTTP Digest 
Challenge, wherein the password is associated with the identity of the remote server and the end user. The Examiner respectfully disagrees 
with this argument. The reference Niemi discloses authenticating a mobile device using an HTTP Digest authentication and AKA algorithm. 
In section 3.3, Niemi discloses the generation of a user password using a Digest AKA authentication challenge. In addition, on page 9, 
Niemi teaches the password generation method, wherein a Digest challenge is used to generate the password. In steps 3, Niemi describes 
the server and user identity, which are included in the credentials. 
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
